H e spoke, too,

M rs. G resham s a t a t 
the bedside sm o o th in g his fevered brow 
an d occasionally re ad in g to him from 
th e B ible p a ssa g es w hich he loved. A s 
th e end ap p ro ach ed h is pulse becam e 
h a rd ly perceptible. 
G rad u ally his eyes 
becam e glazed a n d closed. 
M rs. G resh ­ 
am , w ith noble an d heroic fo rtitu d e, 
co n tin u ed to re a d th e w ords of th e 
gospel to h e r d e p a rtin g h u sb an d . H e r 
d a u g h te r an d son-in-law 
stood 
w ith 
bow ed heads a t th e side of th e couch 
A t 1:15 o’clock his b re a th in g ceased; a 
peaceful shadow passed o v er his pale 
co u n ten an ce; h is pulse flickered, an d th e 
so rro w in g fam ily w ere in th e presence 
of d eath . 
One of th e n u rse s conveyed th e new s 
th a t th e end h ad com e to th e p h y sician s 
in th e n ex t room , an d th ey

b ro u g h t it to th e w a tc h ers in th e re- 
cep tio h room . T hose p re sen t in the re ­ 
cep tio n room w ere S ecretary an d M rs.

Mr. G resh am 's illness began M ay I, 
wrhen he w as a tta c k e d w ith a c u te pleu­ 
risy. T h e effusion Ailed th e p leu ral c a v ­ 
ity , b u t th e condition yielded to tr e a t­ 
m en t, u n til la s t S atu rd a y , w hen he su f­ 
fered a relapse, accom panied by ac u te 
pneum onia. 
H is condition a fte r th a t 
tim e w as ex trem ely critical. 
H is h e a rt 
a c tio n becam e enfeebled, re q u irin g th e 
c o n s ta n t a d m in istra tio n of 
th e m o st 
p ow erfu l h e a rt stim u la n ts. 
One or th e 
o th e r of his p h y sician s, D rs. Jo h n so n 
an d P re n tiss, o r both, w ere c o n sta n tly 
w ith him . 
H is pulse reach ed 160, an d 
w as so feeble th a t it could b arely be 
counted. 
B u t fo r th e stim u la n ts, 
he 
w ould h av e died. 
N itro -g ly cerin e an d 
stry c h n in e 
w ere 
given continuously, 
hypoderm ically, to g e th e r w ith d ig italis 
an d w hisky. 
H e w as able to ta k e no 
n o u rish m en t sav e in a liquid

effort of th e p h y sician s w as d irected 
to w ard su sta in in g 
an d stre n g th e n in g 
him . 
T he rig h t p leu ralic 
c a v ity w as 
filled w ith th e effused fluid, an d th e 
lu n g s com pressed so a s to m ak e b re a th ­ 
ing im possible. 
A bout 5:30 o’clock M onday ev en in g he 
san k rapidly, an d d e a th w as m om en­ 
ta rily expected.

debates, and th e m en w ho shaped a n d 
influenced legislation in th e ir day, m an y 
of w hom are now fo rg o tten .

foreign n atio n s thoroughly, an d as sec­ 
re ta ry of s ta te so u g h t to apply th e p rin ­ 
ciples of ju stic e to in te rn a tio n a l con­ 
tro v ersies as he w ould from th e bench 
to individuals.

In 1858 he m arried M iss M atilda Mc- 
G rain an d h as a son son an d d au g h ter. 
O tto G resham , the son, is p ra cticin g 
law . 
H e w as n o m inated for th e leg islatu re 
in 1860 a s a republican an d w as elected, 
th o u g h h is d istric t h ad a n o rm al dem ­ 
o cratic m a jo rity of 500. 
A s ch a irm an 
of th e com m ittee on m ilitary affairs he 
intro d u ced 
an d 
passed a m ilitia bill 
w hich placed In d ia n a alm o st on a w a r 
footing. H e aided in pro cu rin g th e a s ­ 
sen t of th e In d ia n a leg islatu re to th e 


re ta rle s of sta te . 
W hile he' w as dCep Th 
th e H aw aiian n egotiations, he w as ob­ 
liged suddenly to give im m ediate a tte n ­ 
tion to th e B eh rin g Sea fisheries. 
H ere 
he p ractically ca rried his point a g a in st 
the train e d dip lo m ats of E ngland. 
By a clause in the W ilson ta riff ac t 
congress had sw ept aw ay all of the 
carefu lly co n stru ed reciprocity tre a tie s 
n eg o tiated by the preceding a d m in istra ­ 
tion. T his caused d issatisfactio n am ong 
th e n atio n s w ith w hich 
th e 
U nited 
S ta te s h ad such tre a tie s, an d th e sto rm 
fell upon S ecretary G resh am ’s head. H is 
efforts to p laca te th ese co u n tries w ere 
proposal to th e leg islatu re of V irg in ia 
crow ned w ith b rillia n t success. T hen 
fo r a conference of re p resen ta tiv e s of 
th e b o rd er sta te s a t W ashington. 
Mr. G resham w as c a p ta in of a local 
m ilitary com pany called th e Spencer 
Rifles, an d wrhen th e w a r broke out, a l­ 
th o u g h his c o n stitu e n ts w an ted to re ­ 
elect him to th e leg islatu re, he refused 
on th e g round th a t he could be of m ore 
service to his s ta te an d his c o u n try in 
th e ran k s. 
H e enlisted as a p riv a te in 
th e T h irty -E ig h th R egim ent, an d a l­ 
m ost Im m ediately w as m ade its lieu­ 
te n a n t colonel. H is first service w as a t 
Shiloh. H e w as before C orinth, an d a t 
V ick sb u rg he m et G eneral G ran t. 
A f­ 
te r th e su rre n d e r G ra n t an d S herm an 
u n ited in recom m ending G resham fo r 
a b rig a d ie r’s com m ission, an d he re ­ 
ceived it. 
H e w as sh o t in th e knee 
w hile in com m and of th e division in 
S h erm an ’s a rm y a t L eg g e tt’s H ill, be­ 
fore A tlan ta. H e n ever fully recovered 
th e use of th e lim b th u s injured. 
A t one tim e Mr. G resham w as placed 
in com m and of th e post an d d istric t a t 
N atchez. 
H is governm ent of th a t city 
w as so w ise an d judicious th a t it is still 
spoken of there. M arch 15, 1865, he w as 
b reveted m ajo r gen eral of v o lu n teers 
fo r g a lla n try before A tla n ta . H e Im m e­ 
d iately resum ed law p ractice a t N ew 
w ith Ju d g e B utler. In 1866 he w as nom ­ 
in ated fo r congress by his p a rty , but 
w as defeated. 
In 1867 he becam e financial a g e n t for 
his s ta te of N ew Y ork, an d 
in 
1869 
P resid en t G ran t, w ho h ad ev er had for 
him a w arm personal re g ard , offered 
him th e collectorship of th e p o rt of New 
O rleans, w hich he declined. 
P resid en t 
G ra n t th en u rg ed upon him th e d istric t 
a tto rn e y sh ip of In d ian a , b u t, a s Gen. 
G resham h ad been en d eav o rin g to se­ 
cure th is office for a friend, he felt th a t 
he w as obliged to refuse to consider it 
fo r him self. 
W hen, how ever, in 
De 
cern ber, 1869, th e p resid en t in v ited him 
to becom e U nited S tite s d istric t ju d g e 
fo r In d ian a , Gen. G resham accepted, 
an d fo r n early th irteen y ea rs presided 
on th e ben eh w ith th a t stric t im p ar­ 
tia lity an d devotion to ju stice for w hich 
he w as noted. 
Tn A pril, 1882, on th e 
d ea th of P o stm a ste r 
G eneral 
H ow e, 
P resid en t A rth u r inv ited Ju d g e G resh­ 
am to leave th e bench an d accept 
a 
se a t in his ca b in e t a s p a stm a ste r gen­ 
eral. 
F o r a little m ore th a n tw o y ears 
Ju d g e G resham held th is im p o rta n t of­ 
fice. In Ju ly . 1S84, on th e d ea th of Sec­

F olger, 
Ju d g e G resham 
w as 
tra n sfe rre d to th e tre a su ry portfolio, 
b u t th is office he resigned 
in 
a few 
m o n th s to accep t th e office of U nited 
S ta te s ju d g e fo r th e S eventh judicial 
d istrict, m ade v a c a n t by 
tho 
re tire ­ 
m en t of Ju d g e D rum m ond, of Chicago. 
Ju d g e G resham w as a ca n d id a te for 
th e R epublican n om ination for p resi­ 
d en t in both 1884 and 1888. 
In 1888 he 
received 111 votes on th e first ballo!; his 


in th e co n stru ctiv e side of diplom acy 
Mr. G resham had m uch to his credit. 
H e did all th a t a foreign officer could 
do properly to p rev en t th e la te C hinese- 
Jap a n ese w ar, lost no o p p o rtu n ity a t 
an y stag e to b rin g it to an end, and 
u ltim ately , w hen peace w as restored, 
it w as th ro u g h th e good offices of th e 
A m erican m in isters in C hina an d Ja p a n , 
ac tin g u n d er S ecretary G resh am ’s in ­ 
stru ctio n s. 
A nd w hile he w as doing 
th is he w as also using his good offices 
to p rev en t a w a r betw een M exico an d 
G uatem ala, both full of fighting sp irit 
an d difficult of re stra in t, an d in th is 
he succeeded com pletely, alth o u g h he 
w as obliged to use very stro n g re p re ­ 
sen tatio n s to do so. 
W hile th e am o u n t of m oney involved 
w as 
insignificant in th e case of th e 
claim s of th e U nited S ta te s 
citizens 
a g a in st V enezuela, S ecretary G resham 
m an ag ed th ro u g h a jo in t com m ission 
to secure a ju d icial enu n ciatio n of a doc­ 
trin e th a t is of th e g re a te st im portance 
to th e civilized w orld, nam ely, th a t th e 
governm ent of a co u n try is responsible 
fo r th e ab u se o r ill-tre a tm e n t of fo reig n ­ 
ers by in su rg en ts. 
B u t th e genius of th e sec retary w as 
show n in its b rig h te st lig h ts in th ree 
in cid en ts th a t occurred d u rin g h is a d ­ 
m in istra tio n an d th e fa c t th a t in tw o 
of th e th ree he h ad to contend w ith 
g re a t pow ers in d icates th a t he m ade 
no d istinction w hen th e tim e cam e to 
claim rig h ts fo r his ow n c o u n try 
T he 
first of these cases am o u n ted to a dec 
lara tio n 
to E u ro p e 
th a t th e U nited 
S ta tes w ould not p erm it p riv a te claim s 
to be collected from A m erican rep u b ­ 
lics w here o u r citizens h ad p ecuniary 
in terests. 
T h is w as th e case a t San 
D onm ingo w hen th e F ren c h w a r ships 
w hich had com e th e re to enforce th e 
collection of a p riv a te claim w ere w ith ­ 
d raw n w ith a very stro n g h in t from 
S ecretary G resham , conveyed th ro u g h 
A m b assad o r E u stis, th a t th e U nited 
S ta te s w ould not re g a rd such a course 
as a friendly m an ifestatio n . 
A gain in Blueflelds. w hen th e B ritish 
m arines occupied th e bluffs, th ey w ere 
p rom ptly 
w ith d raw n -w hen

G resham called upon G reat B rita in fo r 
an ex p lan atio n of th e ir lan d in g an d se­ 
c u rin g a disclaim er of an y w rong p u r­ 
poses.

Mr. Heller is a stock buyer aud 
grain dealer a t W aunakee, a small 
town of about six hundred inhabi­ 
tants aud Hummell 
was employed 
about 
the 
place. 
Once 
before 
he 
had 
gotten into 
trouble 
and was sent to the reform school for 
stealing $3 from a minister. 
His rel­ 
atives w ent to Mr. Heller, who is a 
prom inent citizen of the little village, 
and he succeeked in getting Humme.l 
out on parole and gave him employ­ 
ment. 
All went well until Mr. Heller 
was called to Chicago one day on bus­ 
iness, and then Hnmmell disappeared. 
Mr. Heller was notified by telegram 
th at the boy was gone and when he 
turned home he found th a t $500 in 
cash was also missing. 
Hammel Is Traced. 
Hummell in the m eantim e had told 
a young man a t Waunakee th a t he was 
going to 
Janesville to learn 
tele­ 
g ra p h , but for him not to tell Heller 
as he did not w ant his employer to 
know where he was. 
The young man 
said nothing until he learned th a t Hel­ 
le rs cash had disappeared* too, and 
then he told w hat Hummell had said 
about coming to the 
Bower 
City. 
Heller a t once came to Janesville aud 
this morning told Sheriff Appleby his 
mission, and the two took a position 
a t the doorway of V alentine's school. 
to aw ait HnmmeU'a coming. 
They 
didn't have to w ait long, for Hum­ 
mell was one of the first to arrive. 
"T here he is” said Mr. Heller, as he 
pointed to Hummell and Sheriff Apple* 
by#a t once placed him uader arrest. 
When the jail was reached aud Hum­ 
mell was searched and $380 in cash 
was found in his pockets. 
This the 
sheriff took charge of and Hummel 
said th at he had paid his railroad fare, 
bought a suit of clothes, and paid for 
his 
scholarship a t 
the telegraph 
school w ith the balance. 
Chief c f 
Police Acheson visited T. J. Ziegler's 
store where the clothes were bought 
and tbey agreed to refund the money 
as did also Valentine Bros., on condi­ 
tion th a t Hummell be returned to the 
reform school. 
Had a Plan Made. 
Young Hummell didn’t go into the 
robbery business w ithout 
makiag 
some plans as to how he was going to 
get out of it again. 
After taking the 
money he boarded a train a t 3 o.clock 
S tturday m orning and came straight 
to Janesville. 
He evidently thought 
the young man to whom he told hie 
intentions woald not say anything 
about the m atter, and rested easy on 
th a t score. 
Then he wrote a letter to 
his sister, telling her th a t he was safe 
a ad well, and th a t he had a position 
a t ten dollars a month. 
He also told 
her th at he would send her his salary 
regularly, and for her to address him 
as "P eter Carlson, general delivery, 
Milwaukee, Wis 
afterw ard making 
arrangem ents to get the mail so sent, 
here. 
However, he had no such posi­ 
tion, and the money he calculated to 
sand to her was a part of th at taken 
from Heller.

Madison Apothecary Charged with a 
Violation, Declares That the Law 
Is Unconstitutional, and He Will

Made in Janesville Men’s Cases. 


Janesville druggists who were vis 
ited by an agent of the state board of 
pharmacy, may be interested in the 
fact th a t as a result of the investiga­ 
tion of a detective or agent who has 
been m aking the rounds of Madison 
drug stores looking up alleged viola­ 
tions of the pharmacy law, District 
Attorney Anderson has served sum­ 
mons on Andrew A. Mayers, to an­ 
swer a charge of violating the law. 
The district attorney acted on the re* 
quest of E. B. Heinfstreet, of Janes­ 
ville, secretary of the state board, 
who sent affidavit th at Mr. Mayers had 
violated the law, and asked th a t he be 
prosecuted. 
The district attorney has 
not started criminal action, but a civil 
process for the forfeiture of his license 
with a liability of fifty dollars and 
costs. 
Mr. Mayers proposes to fight 
the case, and says he will take it to 
the supreme court if necessary on the 
ground th at the law is unconstitu­ 
tional. The action will be heard be'< re 
Justice of the Peace Lyman, and is 
returnable May 31. 
Ju st 
w hat will be done 
in the 
Janesville cases, if anything a t all is 
done, is not known. 
The JanesviUe 
men, it is said, were not found to have 
done anything a t all serious, their 
neglect, if it can be so called, being 
purely an oversight leaving tho stoie

registered pharm acist. 
In no case, i» 
is said, was there any irregularity ’n 
the sale of poisons, etc. 
The penalty 
for the infraction of the rule requir­ 
ing a registered pharm acist to be in 
charge is $50.

Of the law , c t2., is e tt’ed by a test 
case, but ii is said th a t the state 
board has plenty of evidence ai'&inst 
druggists in all parts of the st:.ie as 
the result of the tour of h m stig a- 
tion.

Dr. Talm age chose 
for 
his 
subject: 
“The G reatest Soldier of All 
Tim e,” 
the text being Joshua 
1:5: 
‘‘There shall not any m an be able to 
stan d before thee all the days of thy 
life.” 
The “gallan t T hirteen th ,” as this 
regim ent is generally and appropriate­ 
ly called, has gathered to-night for the 
worship of God, and to hear the annual 
serm on. 
And first I look w ith h earty 
salutation into the faces of the v et­ 
erans who. though now not in active 
service, have the sam e patriotic and 
m ilitary enthusiasm which ch aracter­ 
ized them when, in 1863, they 
bade 
farew ell to home and loved ones, and 
sta rt 
for the field, and risked all they 
held . a r on earth for the re-establish­ 
m ent 
of 
the 
falling 
U nited 
S tat. s 
governm ent. 
“All 
th a t 
a 
m an 
h ath 
will 
he 
give for 
his l.fe,” and you showed yourselves 
willing to give your lives. 
W e 
hall 
you! 
W e thank you! 
W e bless you, 
th e veterans of the T hirteenth. N oth­ 
ing can ever rob you of the honor of 
having been soldiers in one of the m ost 
trem endous w ars of all history, a w ar 
w ith G rant, and Sherm an, and H an ­ 
cock, Had Sheridan, and F a rra g u t on 
one side, and Lee, and Stonewall Ja ck ­ 
son, and L ongstreet, and Johnston on 
the other. 
As in Greek assem blages, 
when speakers would rouse the audi­ 
ence. they shouted “M arathon!” so if I 
w anted to stir you to acclam ation, I 
would only need to speak the words, 
“Lookout 
M ountain,” 
“Chancellors- 
ville.” 
“G ettysburg.” 
And 
though 
through the passage of years you are 
forever free from duty of enlistm ent, 
lf European nations should too easily 
and too quickly forget 
the 
Monroe 
doctrine, and set aggressive foot upon 
this 
continent, 
I 
think your ankles 
would be supple again, and your arm s 
would grow strong again, 
and your 
eye would be keen enough to follow the 
sta rs of the old flag w herever 
they 
m ight lead. 
And next, I greet the Colonel and his 
staff, and ail the officers and m en of 
this regim ent. It has been an eventful 
year in your history. 
If never before, 
Brooklyn appreciates som ething of the 
value of the arm ories, and the im por­ 
tance of the men who there drill for the 
defense and safety of the city. 
The 
blessing of God be upon all of you, my 
com rades of the T hirteenth Regim ent! 
And looking about for a subject th a t 
m ight be m ost helpful and inspiring for 
you, and our veterans here assem bled, 
and the citizens gathered to-night w ith 
th eir good wishes, I have concluded to 
hold up before you the g reatest soldier 
of all tim e—Joshua, the hero of my 
text. 
He w as a m agnificent fighter, bu t he 
alw ays fought on the rig h t side, and 
het never fought unless God told him 
to fight. In jny text, he gets his m ili­ 
ta ry equipm ent, and one would think 
it m ust have been plum ed helm et for the 
brow, greaves of brass for the feet, 
habergeon for the breast. “There shall 
not any m an be able to stan d before 
thee all the days of thy life.” 
“Oh,” 
you say, “anybody could have courage 
w ith such a backing up as th a t.” W hy, 
m y friends, I have to tell you th a t the 
God of the universe and the Chieftain 
of etern ity prom ises to do ju st as m uch 
for us as for him. All the resources of 
etern ity are pledged in our behalf, if 
we go out in the service of God, and 
no more th an th a t 
w as 
offered 
to 
Joshua. 
God fulfilled this prom ise of 
m y text, although Jo sh u a’s first battle 
w as w ith the spring freshet; and the 
next w ith a stone w all; and the next, 
leading on a regim ent of whipped cow­ 
ard s; and the next 
battle, 
ag ain st 
darkness, wheeling the sun and 
the 
moon into his battalion, and the last, 
ag ain st the K ing of Terrors, D e a th - 
five agreat victories. 
F or the m ost part, when the general 
of an arm y sta rts out in a conflict he 
would like to have a sm all b attle in or­ 
der th a t he m ay get his courage up and 
he m ay rally his troops and get them 
drilled for g reater conflicts; b u t this 
first undertaking of Joshua w as g rea t­ 
er th an the leveling of F o rt Pulaski, or 
the thundering down of G ibraltar, or 
the overthrow of the Bastille. 
It was 
the crossing of the Jo rd an a t the tim e 
of the spring freshet. 
The snows of 
M ount Lebanon had ju st been m elting 
and they poured down into the valley, 
and the whole valley w as a raging tor­ 
rent. 
S|p the C anaanites stan d on one 
bank and they look across 
and 
see 
Joshua and the Israelites, and 
they 
laugh and say: 
“Aha! aha! they can­ 
not disturb us until the freshets fall; 
it is impossible for them to reach us.” 
B ut a fte r a while they look across the 
w ater and they see a m ovem ent in the 
arm y of Joshua. 
They say, “W h at’s 
the m atter now? W hy, there m u st be 
a panic am ong these troops, and they 
are going to fly, or perhaps they are 
going to try to m arch across the river 
Jordan. 
Joshua is a 
lunatic.” 
B ut 
Joshua, the chieftain of the text, looks 
a t 
his arm y 
and 
cries: 
“Forw ard, 
m arch!” and they s ta rt for the bank 
of the Jordan. 
One mile ahead go two priests c a rry ­ 
ing a glittering box four feet long and 
two feet wide. 
It is the A rk of the 
Covenant. 
And they come down, and 
no sooner do they ju st touch the rim of 
the w ater w ith their feet, th an by an 
Alm ighty fiat. Jo rd an parts. The arm y 
of Joshua m arches right 
on 
w ithout 
getting their feet wet, over the bottom 
of the river, a path of chalk and brok­ 
en shells and pebbles, until they get to 
the other bank. Then they lay hold of 
the oleanders and tam arisks and wil- 
sooner have 
they reached the bank 
th irty or forty feet high, and having 
gained the other bank, they clap their 
shields and their cym bals, and sing the 
praises of the God of Joshua. 
But no 
sooner have they reached 
he 
bank 
th an the w aters begin to 
dash 
and 


roar, and w ith a terrific 
rush 
they 
break loose from their stran g e anchor­ 
age. 
Out yonder they have stopped, 
th irty miles up yonder they halted. On 
this side the w aters roll off tow ard the 
salt sea. B ut as the hand of the Lord 
God is 
taken 
aw ay from the thus up­ 
lifted w aters—w aters perhaps uplifted 
half a mile—as the A lm ighty hand is 
taken aw ay, those w aters rush down, 
and some of the unbelieving Israelites 
say: 
“Alas, alas, w iiat a m isfortune! 
W hy could not 
those 
w aters 
have 
stayed 
parted? 
Because 
per- 
we 
m ay 
w ant 
to 
go 
back. 
Oh, Lord, 
we are 
engaged 
in a risky business. Those C anaanites 
m ay eat us up. How if we w ant to go 
back? W ould it not have been a m ore 
complete m iracle if the Lord had p a rt­ 
ed the wraters to let us come through 
and kept them parted to let us go back 
if we arc defeated?” 
My friends. God 
m akes no provision for a C hristian’s 
retreat. He clears the p ath all the w ay 
to C anaan. To go back is to die. The 
sam e gatekeepers th a t sw ing back the 
am ethystine and crystalline gate of the 
Jordan to let Israel pass through, now 
sw ing shut the am ethystine and crys­ 
talline gate of the Jo rd an to keep the 
Israelites from going back. I declare it 
in your hearing to-day, victory ahead, 
w ater forty feet deep in the rear. T ri­ 
um ph ahead, C anaan ahead; 
behind 
you death and darkness and woe and 
hell. B ut you say: “W hy didn’t those 
C anaanites, when they 
had 
such 
a 
splendid 
chance—standing on top of 
the bank th irty or forty feet high, com­ 
pletely demolish those poor Israleites 
down in the river. I will tell you why. 
God had m ade a prem ise and he wras 
going to keep it. 
“There shall not any 
m an be able to stand before thee all 
the days of thy life.” 
B ut this is no place for the host to 
stop. 
Joshua 
gives 
the 
com m and, 
“Forw ard, m arch!” 
In the distance 
there is a long grove of trees, and a t 
the end of the grove is a city. It is a 
city of arbors, a city w ith w’alls seem ­ 
ing to reach to the heavens, to b u ttres 
the very sky. It is the g reat m etropo­ 
lis th a t com m ands the m ountain pass. 
It is Jericho. T h at city w as afterw ard 
captured by Pom pey, and it w as a fte r­ 
w ard captured by Herod the 
G reat, 
and it was afterw ard captured by the 
M oham m edans; but this cam paign the 
Lord plans. There shall be no swords. 
no shields, no b atterin g ram . 
There 
shall be only one weapon of w ar, and 
th a t a ram s horn. 
The horn of the 
slain ram w as som etim es taken 
and 
holes were punctured in it, and then 
the m usician would put the instrum ent 
to his lips, and he would run his fin­ 
gers over this rude m usical instrum ent, 
and m ake a g reat deal of swTeet h a r­ 
mony for the people. 
T h at w as the 
only kind of weapon. 
Seven 
priests 
were to take these rude rustic m usical 
instrum ents, and they 
were 
to 
go 
around the city every day for six days 
—once a day for six days, and then on 
the seventh day they were to go around 
blowing these rude m usical instrum ents 
seven times, and then a t the close of 
the seventh blowing of the ram s’ horns 
on the seventh day the peroration of 
the whole scene w as to be a shout at 
which those great w alls should tum ble 
from car-stone to base. 
Joshua s troops m ay not h alt here. 
The com m and is: “Forw ard, m arch!” 
There is the city of Ai; it m ust be ta k ­ 
en. How shad it be taken? A scouting 
p arty comes back and says: “Joshua, 
we can do th a t w ithout you; it is going 
to be a very easy job; you Just stay 
here while we go and capture it.” They 
m arch w ith a sm all regim ent in fro n t 
of th a t city. The men of Ai look a t them 
and give one yell and the Israelites run 
like reindeers. The northern troops at 
Bull R un did not m ake such rapid tim e 
as these Israelites w ith the C anaanites 
a fte r them . They never cut such a sorry 
figure as when they were on the re­ 
treat. Anybody th a t goes out in the 
b attles of God w ith only half a force, 
instead of your taking the men of Al 
the men of Ai will take you. Look a t the 
church of God on the retreat. 
The 
Bornesian cannibals ate up 
M unson, 
the m issionary. 
“F all back!” said a 
g reat 
m any 
C hristian 
people—“Fall 
back, oh church of God! Borneo will 
never be taken. Don’t you see the Bor­ 
nesian cannibals have eaten up M un­ 
son, the m issionary?” Tyndall delivers 
his lecture a t the U niversity of G las­ 
gow, and a g reat m any good people 
say: 
“ F ail back, oh church of God! 
Don’t you see 
is going to be overcome by worldly phil 
osophy? F all back!” Geology plunges 
its crow bar into the m ountains, and 
there are a g reat m any people who say: 
“Scientific investigation is 
going 
to 
overthrow' the Mosaic account of the 
creation. F all ta c k !” F riends of God 
have never any rig h t to fall back. 
Joshua falls on his face in chagrin. 
It is the only tim e you ever see the back 
of his head. He falls on his face and 
begins to whine, and he says: “Oh, Lord 
God, w herefore has thou a t ail brought 
this people over Jo rd an to deliver us in­ 
to the hand of the Am orites, to destroy 
us? W ould to God we had been content 
and dw elt on the other side of Jordan! 
F or the C anaanites and all the inhab­ 
ita n ts of the land shall hear of it, and 
shall environ us round and cut off our 
nam e from the earth .” 
I am very glad Josuha said th at. B e­ 
fore it seemed as if he wrere a superna­ 
tu ral being, and therefore could not be 
an exam ple to us; bu t I find he is a 
m an, he is only a m an. Ju st as som e­ 
tim es you find a m an under severe op­ 
position, or in bad state of physical 
health, or worn out w ith overw ork, ly­ 
ing down and sighing about everything 
being defeated. I am encouraged when 
I hear this cry of Joshua as he lies in 
the dust. 
God comes and rouses him. How does 
he rouse him ? By com plim entary apos­ 
trophe? No. 
He says: “Get thee up. 
W herefore Hest thou upon th y face?” 
Joshua rises and I w arran t you, w ith 
a m ortified look. B ut his old courage 
comes back. The fact was, th a t w as not 
his battle. If he had been in it he would 
have gone on to victory. He gathers 
his troops around him and says: “Now 
let us go up and capture the city of Ai; 
let us go up right aw ay. 
They m arch on. He puts the m ajor­ 
ity of the troops behind a ledge of rocks 
in the night, and then he sends a com­ 
paratively sm all battalion up in front 
of the city. The men of Ai come out 
w ith a shout. This battalion in stra t- 
egem fall back and fall back, and when 
all the men of Ai have left the city a n i 
are in pursuit of this scattered, or seem ­ 
ingly 
scattered, 
battalion, 
Joshua 
stands on a rock—I see his locks flying 
in the wind as he points his spear to­ 
w ards the doomed city, and th a t is the 
signal. The men rush out from behind 
the rocks and take the city, and it is 
nut to the torch, and then these Israel­ 
i t e s in the city m arch down and the 
living battalion of Israelites return, arid 


between these two waves of Israelltish 
prowess gain the victory; and while I 
see the curling sm oke of th a t destroyed 
city on the sky, and while I h ear the 
huzza of the Israelites and the groan 
of the C anaanites, Joshua hears some­ 
thing louder th an it all, ringing and 
echoing through his, spud: “There shall
